'rhe popular impression that rubber 


companies manufacture automobile 
tires exclusively, is refuted by the 
above photograph taken in the MU- 
waukee plant of the Federal Rubber 
Manufacturing Company. This ma- 
chine 
moulds rubber matting for 


motor cars at the rate of 850 square 
yards per day. As the average motor 


car takes one yard each for the front 
and rear compartments, it will be seen 
that this single machine can take care 
of quite a respectable output from a 
big motor car concern. The two 
operations of vulcanizing and stamp- 
ing the mats are carried on simulta- 
neously, six mats being placed in the 


machine at one loading. The ten 
cylinders beneath the machine exert 
a force equal to 1,000 tons pressure 
against the surface of the matting.

'Some attention has recently been 


eicited by a proposal made by Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, to the 
effect 
that 


every article should be signed by the 
reporter or editor who wrote it. This 
iilea has often been proposed by peo- 
ple who had grievances against the 
newspapers. 
' . Manifestly the purpose of such a 
custom 'would 
be 
principally 
to 


identify-the individual who 
wrote 


articles offering some 
criticism 
or 


m'aking some damaging 
statements. 


This ;would muzzle the average news- 
4>aper writer. 
Where the writer has 


'to spend his time quarreling with 
,3i«oprle 'over every, little phrase in his 
work, the temptation 
is strong 
to 


,wi;ite > colorless and milk and water 
Stuff. ' 


The great majority 
of 
reporters 


and other newspaper 
writers 
are 


honest young fellows that do their 
best to present things fairly. 
If the 


reporter's news story is damaging, it 
is" usually because the truth hurts. 
If the editor's comment is false, it 
reacts on the newspaper that prints 
it. 


Too many things are hushed up' 


If the truth was sure to come out, 
people would be more cautious about 
their acts. Young men running down 
rumors and printing the 
truth 
as 


nearly as they can learn it, perform 
a .useful service. 


They should be given all possible 


protection so long as they are honest. 
If they print false statements that 
are damaging, they lose their posi- 
tions, which is ample check on indis- 
cretions. 


There are other practical obje& 


tions to signed 
newspaper 
articles 


but the one named above will always 
"be sufficient reason against them. 


.In .the case of the smaller news- 


papers it is usually 
pretty 
wel 


known who writes what, so that the 
individual writer has 
already 
lost 


much of the freedom tha* goes with 
th« anonymous work 
of the large 


newspaper.

Henry Ford has turned a part of 


his attention to 
popularize 
correct 


dietetic principles. He has provided 
for the establishment ot a depart- 
ment of dietetics in the new Ford 
General Hospital at Detroit, with the 
avowed object of teaching the public 
what to eat and how to eat it. 


The great art of eating the right 


thing and eating it in the right way 
needs a number of propagandists like 
Mr. Ford. It already has 
a good 


many, but there is always room for 
others—particularly those who. liKe 
him, ha-\e the kna '• 
of 
attracting 


the attention of the public. As 
tor 


the principles of the art. they are 
fairly well settled: foods and diges- 
tion have been subjected to thorough 
and highly productive study during 
he last thirty or forty years. 
The 


esult is that no 
one 
who 
follows 


ompetent advice need feel that he is 
;roping around with chance reme- 
,ies. 


But while the process of investiga- 


ion has naturally been more or less 
echnical. fortunately 
the 
general 


radical results can be summed up 
n some verj simple adiice. 
One of 


he conclusions is that mentioned by 
Ir. Ford in an inter\iew—that most 
ieople eat more than they should and 
hat it is a good idea to try eating 
ess for a week and see if they don't 
eel better and brighter for it. An- 
other, which he really ought never to 
ail to mention in the same connet- 
ion. is the wisdom of eating more 
,lowly—so as to permit the mouth to 
lerform its important part of the 
general digestive process. 


It is really 
astonishing that 
it 


ihould have been necessary tor peo- 
ple to take so much trouble—to go 
>y such a roundabout road of science 
—to reach such simple and reason- 
able conclusions. But the conclusions 
are all the stronger tor the scientific 
support they have received. All that 
remains to make a lot of people teel 
i great deal better than they have

A BOMBARDMENT 


OF TCO CITIES

Paris, July 14.—The French war 


department today gave out the fol 
lowing olficial statement: 


"In Belgium after the
